Claims 1 1-17 are vsdthdravra from consideration as being directed to non-elected 
inventions. Claims 1-10 read on the elected invention and an action on these claims follows. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drav^ngs must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the firing pin member (see claim 6) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the inmiediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 5, the phrases "the feed mechanism" and "the breech" lack antecedents. 
In claim 1, line 1 1, how is the claimed "a primer injector arm member" intended to relate to the 
previously claimed "primer injector arm member" (see claim 1, line 10)? In claim 1, lines 14 and 
15, the phrases "the cam path" and "the other end" lack antecedents. 

In claim 3, the phrase "the extraction arm member" should be claimed as (the extraction 
member) for complete antecedent agreement of terms. In claim 4, how is the claimed "integral 
receiver housing" intended to relate to the previously claimed "housing with a channel" (see 
claim 1, line 9)? In claim 5, line 3, the phrase "the injector arm" should be claimed as (the 
injector arm member) if this is the intended antecedent. In claim 7, the phrase "the feed 
mechanism" lacks an antecedent. In claims 8 and 9, the phrases "the primer firing mechanism" 
and "the primer mechanism" lack antecedents. 

4. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. BartoUes (041), BartoUes (880), and Dawson et al. (558) disclose state of the art 
primer feed mechanisms.
